The two measures, he contended, 
would alter charity work patterns 
by their provisions for allotment 
of federal funds to the states on a 
matching basis. States would. qual- 
ify only after they had a state-wide 
program of public charity in opera- 
tion. 


Msgr. O’Grady said such a pro- 
vision would inevitably see gov- 
ernment taking a much larger 
- role in charity work and result 
in a weakening of the work of 
volunteer, religious agencies. 


This would injure the pattern 
built up over many years that pri- 
vate agencies carry on a commu- 
nity’s basic social service program, 
he said. 

Testifying with Msgr. O’Grady 
was was Charles J. Tobin, Jr., sec- 
retary of the Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference of New York State. Mr. 
Tobin referred in his statement 
to a sermon by Bishop William A. 
Scully of Albany in which the bish-
